In  the  year  1920-21 
their  gifts  to  benevolences  were  $9,818,813.00. 

1b  1988-9  they  had  gone  down  to  $2,470,203.00. 

The  total  budget  for  1939-40  recommended  is 
MJW8.548.00,  plus  $17,000  extra  for  foreign  mis- 
sio us.  These  figures  include  foreign  missions, 
some  missions,  state  missions  and  city  missions. 
Less  than  half  of  this  is  expected  through  un- 
ksignated  funds.

I  Worship  is  an  important  part  of  the  teaching 
responsibility  of  the  churches.  They  must  pro¬ 
vide  men  with  simple,  credible  and  significant 
vehicles  for  worship.  In  so  doing  churches  con¬ 
firm  their  place,  mission  and  influence  in  the 
world.  Worship  is  an  essential  element  of  a 
cohesive  society  because  worship  was  the  very 
heart  of  the  life  of  Jesus.  Methods  of  worship 
ire  of  aesthetic  value  only.  The  fact  or  act  of 
worship  is  what  is  most  important. 

When  churches  and  Christian  workers  lose 
faith  in  their  own  acts,  or  look  upon  worship  as 
1  means  whereby  to  obtain  standing,  grace  or 
favor  from  God,  they  need  not  be  surprised 
over  their  loss  of  power,  prestige  or  popularity. 
The  multicplicity  of  avocations,  so  prominent  in 
church  life  today,  will  not,  as  such,  draw  men 
to  God.  Unless  our  work  and  worship  spring 
from  grateful  hearts  all  of  our  programs  are 
futile.  We  are  dead  at  the  heart  and  no  chaffing 
of  the  extremities  will  bring  back  to  us  the  life 
that  has  departed. 

There  is  a  sad  lack  of  literature  upon  this 
subject  At  the  beginning  of  our  Christian  labors 
I  we  do  not  recall  ever  hearing  the  subject  dis- 
I  cussed.  We  followed  such  orders  of  service  as 
I  were  presented  to  us  but  had  no  idea  as  to  the 
I  ideals  or  principles  which  may  have  governed 
I  those  who  prepared  such  orders  and  led  in  their 
I  execution. 

It  is  devoutly  to  be  desired  that  there  may  be 
I  » concentration  of  thought  upon  this  vital  sub- 
I  ject  to  the  end  that  we  may  intelligently  and 
effectively  enter  into  His  courts  with  praise  and

Their  most  notable  weakness,  from  the  boutn-  •, 

ern  viewpoint,  is  the  lack  of  denominational  em-  j 
phasis,  the  scant  attention  and  little  concern  ( 
manifested  for  evangelism,  and  the  inadequacy 
of  their  Sunday  school  and  young  people’s  pro-  , 
gram.  They  press  too  hard  for  the  fruits  of 
Christian  experience  and  life,  without  making 
adequate  provisions  to  produce  it.  It  would  be  ( 
well  to  bear  in  mind  the  words  of  Jesus,  when 
he  said:  “Do  men  gather  grapes  of  thoms,  or 
figs  of  thistles?”  Their  emphasis  too  little  mag¬ 
nifies  the  things  that  will  build  up  a  church, 
increase  its  membership  and  enrich  its  life  so 
that  it  will  produce  the  goal  they  seek. 

This  is  strikingly  true  in  their  lack  of  a  young 
people’s  program.  During  the  entire  six  and 
I  one-half  years  that  I  was  pastor  in  the  North¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention,  the  question  of  what 
would  be  done  about  the  young  people  hung 
!  fire  The  whole  business  was  up  in  the  air.  They

NOT  JEHOSAPHAT,  BUT  GOD 
E.  B.  Hatcher 

God,  the  subject  of  the  Old  Testament,  is  the 
subject  in  the  twelve  verses  of  the  July  30th 
Sunday  school  lesson.  Do  not  dare,  O  teacher, 
to  spend  the  precious  moments  talking  to  your 
class  about  Jehosaphat.  Read  those  verses  and 
here  is  what  you  will  find: 

1.  “And  the  Lord  was  with  Jehosaphat  be¬ 
cause  .  .  .’’  Will  you,  in  your  teaching,  next  Sun¬ 
day,  ignore  such  a  marvelous  fact,— the  fact  that 
the  God  of  the  universe,  our  Heavenly  Father, 
came  down  to  be  the  companion  of  this  35-year- 
old  king,  Jehosaphat,  because  he  surrendered 
himself  to  Him?  Take  your  scholars  deep  into 
the  treasure  house  of  that  fact. 

2.  "Therefore  the  Lord  stablished  the  King¬ 
dom  in  His  hand.”  In  other  words,  God  was  with 

.Jehosaphat,  not  merely  as  a  companion— though 
even  that  alone  would  have  been  glorious— but 
also  as  a  helper.  The  young  king  turned  his 
kingdom-business  over  to  God,  and  God  took 
charge,  and  made  it  a  splendid  success,  as  long 
as  he  was  loyaL  Notice  the  things  that  God 
did  for  him. 

3.  “And  his  heart  was  lifted  up  in  the  ways 
of  the  Lord.”  That  is,  he  was  encouraged  and 
stimulated,  in  his  consciousness  of  the  presence 
and  help  of  God,  to  attempt  to  do  greater,  and 
yet  greater,  things  for  God — “in  the  ways  of 
God.” 

4.  “And  the  fear  of  the  Lord  fell  upon  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  lands  that  were  round  about 
Judah,  so  that  they  made  no  war  against 
Jehosaphat.”  Not  the  fear  of  Jehosaphat,  but  of 
God,  because  it  was  God,  and  not  Jehosaphat, 
who  then  had  charge  of  the  kingdom. 

God  being  with  Jehosaphat  pointed  to  Him  who 
was  to  come  and  whose  name  would  be  “Emman¬ 
uel,  God  with  us.”  “To  Him  give  all  the  prophets 
witness.” 

How  can  our  scholars  ever  gain  the  right 
ideas  of  God,  or  Christ,  if  we  spend  the  time 
talking  about  Peter  and  Paul,  as  we  did  for  a 
l  solid  six  months  this  year  ?  How  can  we  bring 
our  much  needed  Savior  victoriously  before  the 
’  attention  of  our  drifting,  panicky  world,  if  our 
great  Sunday  school  system  (denominational  and 
interdenominational)  gives  its  chief  time  and  at¬ 
tention  to  human  characters  instead  of  Christ? 

“These  (Scriptures)”  said  Christ,  “are  they

STEPHEN’S  DEFENSE 


KNOWING  GOD 


THE  SOVEREIGN  SPIRIT 


In  the  conversation  of  Jesus  with  Nicodemus 
there  are  many  things  to  be  learned.  There  is 
one  which  has  probably  not  been  emphasized  as 
its  importance  deserves  and  demands.  This  is 
when  Jesus  says,  according  to  the  common  ver¬ 
sion,  “The  wind  bloweth  when  it  listeth,”  or 
pleases.  In  our  study  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  or  the 
passages  in  the  New  Testament  referring  to  the 
Holy  Spirit  we  cannot  afford  to  overlook  this 


It  is  evident  that  Jesus  realized  the  difficulty 
in  teaching  Nicodemus,  or  even  in  conversing 
intelligently  with  him  about  the  things  within 
the  kingdom  of  God.  You  can’t  well  talk  with 
people  about  something  that  is  utterly  out  of 
the  range  of  their  knowledge  and  experience. 
How  would  you  go  about  talking  with  a  Hottentot 
about  radio  or  any  electrical  machine?  Even  so 
it  is  impossible  to  talk  satisfactorily  with  a  man 
who  is  not  a  Christian  about  the  inmost  vital 
experiences  of  religion.  Spiritual  things  are 
spiritually  discerned. 

And  so  Jesus  frankly  says  to  Nicodemus  until 
he  is  born  again  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Conversation  and  instruction  on  these  things 
waits  at  the  door  of  the  new  birth,  spiritual  birth, 
birth  from  above.  Evidently  this  was  said  to 
make  Nicodemus  realize  his  utter  helplessness 
and  dependence  on  God  before  he  can  proceed 
an  inch  further.  And  Nicodemus  did  acknowledge 
that  he  was  utterly  at  sea,  puzzled,  bewildered, 
not  knowing  which  way  to  turn.  Every  man  must 
come  to  this  before  there  is  any  chance  for 
spiritual  enlightenment.  Socrates  always  led  his 
pupils  by  questioning  to  realize  that  they  were 
hopelessly  ignorant. 

But  Jesus  goes  further  with  Nicodemus  than 
to  make  him  feel  his  dependence.  He  tells  him 
further  that  the  Spirit  on  whom  he  is  dependent 
for  help  in  a  Sovereign  Spirit,  that  He  helps 
where  he  will,  works  where  he  will,  is  not  bound 
to  come  at  the  beck  and  call  of  men;  that  he 
has  a  right  to  do  as  he  pleases  and  will  do  as 
he  pleases;  that  man  must  recognize  this,  and 
must  not  think  that  the  Spirit  has  to  do  what 
man  asks  him  to  do;  that  the  Spirit  is  not  under 
our  direction,  but  that  we  are  and  must  be  under 
His  direction. 

to 

The  words  of  Jesus  are,  “The  wind  bloweth 
where  it  will.”  The  margin  of  the  American  Ver¬ 
sion  says,  “The  Spirit  breatheth  where  he  will.” 
We  must  keep  in  mind  that  the  word  which 
Jesus  used  means  either  Spirit  or  wind.  It  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  say  which  he  meant.  But  there  is  no  dif¬ 
ficulty  inunderstanding  that  he  meant  to  teach 
that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  independent  and  sov¬ 
ereign.  When  we  work  for  God,  or  preach  the 
gospel,  or  pray  for  the  Spirit,  we  must  recognize 
that  He  is  under  no  obligation  to  do  what  we 
ask,  except  such  obligation  as  he  may  voluntarily 
assume.  And  the  sooner  we  learn  this  and  the 
more  perfectly  we  recognize  it  the  more  sure  He  is 
to  hear  and  answer  us  and  work  with  us. 

This  sovereignty  of  the  Spirit  is  further  taught 
in  Paul’s  first  letter  to  the  Corinthians,  where 
speaking  of  spiritual  gifts  he  says,  “But  all  these 
worketh  the  one  and  the  same  Spirit,  dividing 
to  each  one  severally  even  as  he  will.” 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  Spirit  does  not 
work  in  response  to  our  supplication,  but  it  teaches 
us  the  attitude  in  which  we  are  to  come  if  we 
are  to  get  what  we  ask  for.  Paul  quotes  from 
Moses,  Ro.  9:16,  “I  will  have  mercy  on  whom 
I  have  mercy,  and  I  will  have  compassion  on 
whom  I  have  compassion.  So  then  it  is  not  of  him 
that  willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth,  but  of 
God  that  hath  mercy  ...  So  then  he  hath  mercy 
on  who  mhe  will,  and  whom  he  will  he  hardeneth. 
It  is  only  when  one  recognizes  that  he  Is  hope¬ 
lessly  lost  in  sin  and  that  God  is  not  bound  to 
save  him,  that  he  is  ready  to  be  saved.

The  report  of  your  meeting  now  will  be  news, 
but  it  will  not  be  news  a  month  from  now. 


Stephen  was  the  first  named  among  the  deacons 
chosen  to  assist  the  apostles  in  the  ministry  to 
the  poor  in  Jerusalem.  He  was  “full  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  and  of  faith.”  “F\ill  of  grace  and  power, 
he  wrought  great  wonders  and  signs  among  the 
people.”  He  preached  in  the  synagogues;  “and 
they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom  and  the 
Spirit  by  which  he  spoke.”  He  thus  became  the 
target  for  the  malice  of  those  who  opposed  the 
gospel.  Failing  in  their  efforts  to  answer  his 
arguments  they  resorted  to  perjury  and  violence, 
and  Stephen  became  the  first  martyr  among 
Christians. 


Men  were  hired  to  falsify  in  court  against  him. 
They  charged  that  he  had  spoken  blasphemous 
words  against  Moses  and  against  God.  They  said 
he  spoke  against  the  temple  and  the  law;  that 
he  had  said  Jesus  would  destroy  the  temple  and 
change  the  customs  which  Moses  had  delivered 
to  them.  They  approached  just  near  enough  to 
the  truth  to  make  their  false  charge  effective 
for  harm.  Notice  what  were  the  charges  and  how 
Stephen  met  them. 

Several  things  are  evident.  First  is  that  Stephen 
seemed  never  to  have  thought  of  defending  him¬ 
self.  He  made  not  the  slightest  effort  to  deliver 
himself  out  of  their  toils  or  save  himself  from 
execution.  His  whole  purpose  was  so  to  present 
the  truth  as  to  save  his  persecutors;  and  at  the 
close  of  his  address  he  bares  his  head  to  their 
assault  and  invites  it  when  he  charges  them 
with  the  murder  of  Jesus,  and  says,  “Ye  who  re¬ 
ceived  the  law  as  it  was  ordained  by  angels,  and 
kept  it  not.”  This  was  not  said  in  malice,  nor  in 
retaliation  against  their  charge  that  he  spoke 
against  the  law,  but  with  the  hope  of  bringing 
conviction  of  sin;  for  he  prays  that  the  Lord 
will  not  lay  this  sin  to  their  charge. 

You  will  notice  the  delicacy  with  which  he 
meets  a  difficult  situation.  To  a  careless  reader, 
his  remarks  may  seem  rambling.  But  not  so:  he 
faced  hostility  and  bitterness.  This  must  be  as¬ 
suaged  if  possible  and  it  takes  skill  and  time 
to  do  it.  He  goes  back  to  common  ground  with 
them.  Back  to  the  beginning  of  their  history,  to 
Abraham.  He  dwells  on  Isaac  and  Jacob  and 
Joseph,  on  the  burial  place  of  their  fathers,  to 
their  travail  in  Egypt,  until  he  comes  to  Moses. 
Here  is  the  sore  spot  and  he  lingers  on  the  story 
of  Moses.  And  he  makes  it  plain  that  Moses  had 
a  rather  hard  time  with  his  contemporaries,  and 
was  not  particularly  popular  with  them.  He 
makes  a  point  of  the  fact  that  Moses  told  them 
of  one  who  was  to  come;  and  Moses  said  they 
were  to  hearken  to  Him.  Here  he  quotes  Moses 
as  justifying  Stephen’s  claim  that  Moses  would 
give  place  to  the  Messiah.  The  change  from 
Moses  to  Jesus  was  no  disloyalty  to  Moses,  but 
the  fulfillment  of  his  prophecy  and  of  his  mission. 

And  as  to  the  charge  that  Jesus  would  destroy 
the  temple,  Stephen  quotes  from  their  own 
Scriptures,  from  Isaiah  61:1  where  the  Lord 
says,  “The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  earth 
the  footstool  of  my  feet:  What  manner  of  house 
will  ye  build  me  saith  the  Lord;  or  what  is  the 
place  of  my  rest?  Did  not  my  hand  make  all 
these  things?”  Jesus  had  taught  the  same  truth 
to  the  woman  of  Samaria.  Paul  afterward  pro¬ 
claimed  it  at  Athens.  The  house  is  comparatively 
unimportant.  It  must  not  be  made  a  substitute 
for  the  actual  presence  of  God.  Destroying  the 
temple  does  not  end  the  worship  of  God.  It 
introduces  a  new  era  of  spiritual  worship. 

But  what  do  mad  men  care  for  argument,  or 
reason  or  truth  ?  They  will  have  none  of  it  They 
were  bent  on  blood.  They  are  filled  with  hate. 
They  will  listen  to  nothing.  They  gnashed  on 
him  with  their  teeth;  they  stopped  their  ears 
and  rushed  upon  him  with  one  accord;  they  cast 
him  out  of  their  city  and  stoned  him.  But  what 
his  lips  could  not  do  his  death  accomplished. 
They  laid  Stephen’s  garments  at  the  feet  of  a 
young  man  named  Saul.  And  Saul  was  consent¬ 
ing  unto  his  death.  One  of  those  who  witnessed 
his  death  never  got  away  from  it  At  last  he 
found  it  in  vain  to  kick  against  the  goad,  and 
Paul  came  to  more  than  fill  the  place  of  Stephen 
in  the  kingdom  of  God. 


It  has  been  some  time  since  we  made  a 
study  of  the  books  on  psychology.  They  cWJ 
with  such  kaleidoscopic  suddenness  andi!] 
pleteness  that  one  has  to  observe  closely  to 
up  with  them.  But  we  do  a  little  observing^ 
our  own.  And  maybe  the  psychologists  will 
up  with  us.  It  is  our  opinion  that  much  if 
all  the  knowledge  or  ideas  which  are  attrib  J 
to  what  is  called  intuition  are  due  to  unconuf  l 
processes  of  reasoning.  Impressions  are  made  I* 
men’s  minds  of  which  they  are  not  aware  at  ft. 
time,  and  deductions  are  made  by  process, 
which  are  not  registered  in  the  upper  consciwj. 
ness,  or  noted  by  the  mind's  superficial  ma-l 
chinery.  But  these  processes  are  just  as  real  as 
if  observed  and  tabulated.  For  example  peopd 
have  been  in  the  habit  of  speaking  of  belief 
in  God  as  just  innate  in  man,  natural  to  him, 
without  reasoning.  It  is  more  probable  that  the 
proofs  of  God’s  existence  and  his  working  are 
being  constantly,  but  unconsciously  falling  upon 
the  sensitive  mind  of  man,  from  childhood.  These 
are  etching  their  proof  on  his  mind  just  as 
objects  are  pictured  on  a  sensitive  photographic 
plate.  There  is  no  debating  the  question.  There 
is  no  argument  pro  or  con.  The  facts  speak  for 
themselves,  until  they  leave  their  impress  on  the 
mind  which  works  naturally  and  unobserved, 
without  noise  or  effort.  This  is  why  all  men| 
"naturally”  believe  in  God.  It  is  only  when  they  I 
begin  to  argue  that  they  get  confused.  “God 
has  not  left  himself  without  witness”  as  Paul 
told  the  simple  pagans  in  Asia  Minor.  It  is  only 
when  men  begin  to  try  to  work  out  the  prob¬ 
lems  with  their  own  minds,  as  they  did  at  Athens 
that  God  becomes  “an  unknown  God.”  It  is  then 
that  they  feel  after  God,  if  perhaps  they  might 
find  him.  To  all  such  God  would  reveal  himself  I 
in  the  person  of  his  Son.  No  man  knoweth  the  I 
Father  but  the  Son  and  he  to  whom  the  Son 
willeth  to  reveal  Him.  No  man  hath  seen  God 
at  any  time.  The  only  begotten  Son  who  is  in 
the  bosom  of  the  Father,  He  hath  revealed  Him.

Paul  also  says,  “If  a  man  desire  the  office 
of  a  bishop,  (pastor)  he  desireth  a  good  work. 
A  bishop  (pastor)  then  must  be  blameless,  the 
husband  of  one  wife,  vigilant,  of  good  behaviour, 
given  to  hospitality,  apt  to  teach."  I  Tim.  3:1-2. 

Surely  one  cannot  be  blameless  who  is  an 
adulterer,  and  the  above  passage  says  in  plain 
words,  “the  husband  of  one  wife”  and  since  God 
has  the  same  standard  for  men  as  for  women, 
surely  we  are  justified  in  saying  he  also  must  be 
the  only  living  husband  of  that  one  wife.

cepted  as  a  fact,  that  any  man,  or  any  woman, 
who  marries  one  with  a  living  wife,  or  husband 
whether  divorced  or  not  divorced,  commits 
adultery,  and  both  parties  to  such  marriages 
are  adulterers. 

The  having  a  divorce  does  not  change  the  mat¬ 
ter  at  all,  from  a  Bible  point  of  view.  It  simply, 
from  civil  law,  relieves  the  parties  from  further 
liability  toward  each  other. 

Jesus  gave  these  precepts  to  his  disciples,  and 
on  down  to  all  the  world,  along  with  the  highest  heresies, 
possible  standards  of  Christian  ethics. 

Jesus  said,  “Upon  this  rock  I  will  build  my 
church,  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it.”  Matt.  16:18,  and  then,  referring  to  dom  of  God. 
the  church,  Paul  said,  “That  he  might  present  notice, 
it  to  himself  a  glorious  church,  not  having  spot, 
or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it  should 
be  holy  and  without  blemish.”  Eph.  6:27. 

Now,  may  I  ask,  can  a  church  with  adulterous  husband  of 
members,  or  ordaining  adulterous  preachers,  or 
calling  adulterous  preachers  to  be  their  pastors, 
be  said  to  be  “without  spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any 
such  thing;  holy  and  without  blemish?”  Dear 
reader,  please  answer  this  question  deep  down 
in  your  own  soul.  Also  please  remember,  it  is  one 
thing  to  have  your  name  on  the  church  roll,  and 
a  woman  marries  a  another  thing  to  be,  in  reality,  a  part  of  the 
church. 

So  we  have  handed  down  to  us  from  our  fore¬ 
wrong  fathers,  a  pure  high  standard  of  Christian  ethics, 
or  what-  and  we  have  no  right  whatever  to  lower  it.

Jesus  said,  “But  I  say  unto  you  that  whoso¬ 
ever  shall  put  away  his  Wife,  saving  for  the 
cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her  to  commit 
adultery:  and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is 
divorced,  committeth  adultery.”  Matt.  5:32. 

Please  note  the  last  declaration  above,  “Who-* 
soever  shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced,  com¬ 
mitteth  adultery.”  Now  did  Jesus  tell  the  truth? 

I  say  positively,  he  did.  This  same  Jesus  said, 
“I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life.”  John 
14:6.  Please  note  Jesus  declared  he  was  “the 
truth,”  if  so  then,  if  any  one  marries  who  is 
divorced,  or  marries  one  that  is  divorced,  do 
not  both  parties  to  such  a  marriage  commit 
adultery?  To  be  sure  they  do. 

Again  Jesus  says,  “And  I  say  unto  you  who¬ 
soever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  except  it  be  for 
fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth 
adultery:  and  whosoever  marrieth  her  which  is 
put  away  doth  commit  adultery."  Matt.  19:9. 

Now  according  to  the  declarations  of  Jesus  a 
man,  or  a  woman,  has  only  one  ground,  forni¬ 
cation,  for  separation,  either  one  from  the  other, 
but  in  such  cases  neither  has  a  Biblical  right 
tOvSemarry,  as  long  as  the  divorced  husband  or 
wife  lives. 

God  is  “no  respector  of  persons,"  therefore  he 
has  not  one  law,  or  standard  for  a  man,  and  an¬ 
other  for  a  woman,  and  since  if  a  man  “Marrieth 
her  that  is  divorced  committeth  adultery,”  like¬ 
wise  we  may  well  say,  if 
man  that  is  divorced  she  commits  adultery;  it 
has  ever  been  a  saying,  “It  is  a  poor  rule  that 
does  not  work  both  ways,”  so  whatever  is 
for  a  woman  is  also  wrong  for  a  man, 
ever  is  right  for  one  is  also  right  for  the  other. 

I  grant  you,  there  is  one  scriptural  ground  for 
separation,  but  none  whatever  for  remarriage 
of  either  party  to  a  divorce  as  long  as  both  di¬ 
vorced  parties  live. 

Some  insist,  from  the  reading  of  Matt.  19:9, 
And  I  say  unto  you,  whosoever  shall  put  away 
his  wife,  except  it  be  for  fornication  and  -hall 
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to  the  Gospel  ministry,  or  the  calling 
rate  of  our  churches,  parties  who  are 
connected  up  in  divorce  remarriages, 
thereby  go  a  long  way  toward  the 
'  fThe  problem  of  separation  and  divorce, 
'a  the  upholding  of  the  high  standard  of 
‘  •in  ethics.

(a)  Personal  Service  is  Service;  it  is  work  with 
a  purpose — that  of  lifting  our  own  fcommunity 
to  more  Christ-like  living.  It  is  “presenting  my 
Saviour  in  my  community.”  It  is  Social  Service 
with  the  Gospel  as  its  motive  and  salvation  as 
its  aim. 

We  as  Southern  Baptists  are  thinking  especial¬ 
ly  about  evangelism  this  year,  personal  service 
is  winning  people  to  Christ,  building  them  up  in 
Christ  and  sending  them  out  for  Christ. 

(b)  It  is  Personal — There  arc  no  proxies  if  it 
is  personal  service-— The  plan  “seeks  not  yours 
but  you”  primarily.  Each  individual  woman  must 
show  by  her  attitude  and  activities  in  her  our 
community  that  she  loves  Christ  and  believes  His 
Gospel.  Mrs.  Lawrence  says  in  her  Guide  Book 
that  “It  will  help  to  define  personal  service  if 
we  ask  ourselves  when  undertaking  any  task, 
‘Does  this  help  me  to  present  Jesus  as  Saviour 
to  some  one  ?’  ”.  Let  us  measure  by  this  motive 
our  deeds  of  personal  service  and  see  if  it  will 
not  give  a  deeper  meaning  to  us  and  to  those 
who  seek  to  help. 

II.  Biblical  Background  for  Personal  Service. 

1.  What  is  the  aim  of  Personal  Service? 

“That  the  world  may  know,”  John  17:23. 

2.  Who  set  the  ideal  for  Personal  Service? 

Jesus,  who  went  about  doing  good.  Acts  10:38. 

(a)  “It  is  enough  for  the  disciples  to  be  as 
His  Lord,”  Matt.  10:25. 

(b)  I  beseech  you,  therefore  by  the  mercies  of 
God  that  you  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacri¬ 
fice,  holy  acceptable  to  God,  which  is  your  rea¬ 
sonable  service.”  Rom.  12:1. 

(c)  “Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men  that 
they  may  see  your  good  works  and  glorify  your 
father  which  is  in  heaven.”  Matt.  5:16. 

(d)  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one 
of  the  least  of  these,  my  brethren,  ye  have  done 
it  unto  me.”  Matt.  25:40. 

III.  Aim  of  Personal  Service. 

Someone  has  said  that  the  threefold  aim  of 
personal  service  is  (1)  soul  winning,  (2)  mani¬ 
festing  Christian  fellowship  and  (3)  development 
of  Christian  service.  Thus  the  chief  channels 
through  which  personal  service  is  conducted  are 
soul-winning  and  community  activities.  Soul¬ 
winning  is  the  most  important  task.  It  is  the 
heart  of  personal  service.  Without  this  heart 
our  community  activities  are  lifeless  and  dead. 

Mrs.  Whitaker,  our  Southwide  Personal  Service 
Chairman,  says — “It  is  the  glory  of  woman  that 
she  was  sent  into  the  world  to  live  for  others 
rather  than  herself.  How  like  Christ  who  came 
not  to  be  ministered  to,  but  to  minister:  and, 
when  His  love  reigns  in  the  heart,  we  shall  fol¬ 
low  His  example.  Our  Saviour  was  deeply  serious 
and  intensely  in  earnest.  The  life  of  those  who 
follow  Him  will  be  full  of  earnest  purpose:  they 
will  have  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility.  The 
hearts  and  minds  of  the  sick,  the  poor,  the  sor¬ 
rowing,  the  truly  human,  all  demand  a  living 
God  who  has  revealed  Himself  in  living  acts. 

We  have  such  a  Saviour  to  follow  and  to  show 
to  the  world.  Jesus  said,  “Follow  me." 

Through  all  our  work,  we  must  have  this  de¬ 
sire,  this  aim — to  make  Christ  known  in  His 
regenerating  power!

BIBLE  STORY 

Paul  and  Barnabas  in  Antioch  of 
Psidia 


(Read  Acts  13:12-52  and  14:1-7) 
The  missionaries  sailed  awav  froi 


The  missionaries  sailed  away  from 
Paphos  and  came  to  the  city  of 
Perga  in  a  country  called  Asia. 
There,  John  Mark  left  them  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Jerusalem  but  Paul  and 
Barnabas  went  on  to  the  city  of 
Antioch:  not  that  Antioch  from 
which  they  were  first  sent  out,  but 
another  called  Antioch  in  Pisidia. 
They  went  to  the  synagogue  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  and  after  the  reading 
of  the  scriptures  by  the  ruler  of 
the  synagogue,  they  were  invited  to 
speak.  Paul  stood  up  and  preached 
to  them  about  Jesus,  telling  them 
that  He  was  the  promised  Savior 
who  would  forgive  their  sins  if 
they  would  accept  and  believe  on 
Him.  As  they  left  the  synagogue, 
the  people  begged  Paul  and  Barna¬ 
bas  to  come  again  the  next  Sabbath 
and  preach  to  them.  On  the  next 
Sabbath  almost  the  whole  city  came 
to  hear  them.  When  the  Jews  saw 
the  crowds,  they  were  very  jealous 
and  spoke  out  against  the  things 
which  Paul  said,  denying  and 
blaspheming.  Then  Paul  and  Barna¬ 
bas  spoke  boldly  to  the  Jews,  say¬ 
ing,  "It  was  right  for  us  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  you  first,  but  since 
you  will  not  hear  it,  and  do  not  care 
to  be  saved,  we  will  now  preach  it 
to  the  Gentiles.  God  has  so  com¬ 
manded  us,  for  He  said  that  Jesus 
should  be  a  Savior  not  to  the  Jews 
only,  but  to  all  the  nations  of  the 
world.”  When  the  Gentiles  heard 
this,  they  were  glad.  But  the  Jews 
stirred  up  the  chief  men  and  the 
rulers  and  raised  a  persecution 
against  Paul  and  Barnabas,  until 
they  drove  them  out  of  the  city.

Many  believed 
but  the  Jews  who  refused  to  be¬ 
lieve,  stirred  up  the  people  and  were 
about  to  stone  Paul  and  Barnabas. 
Then  they  fled  to  another  city,  called 
Lystra,  and  preached  there.

II  Chronicles  17:1-12 


Introduction:  The  section  of  the 
life  of  Jehosaphat  which  we  study 
today  furnishes  an  illustration  of 
the  normal  course  in  life.  The  pic¬ 
ture  he  presents  us  in  himself  is  the 
picture  we  might  expect.  In  our 
study  of  Asa  last  week,  we  saw  in 
action  the  good  son  of  a  wicked 
father,  but  in  Asa’s  son  Jehosaphat, 
we  have  a  good  son  following  in  the 
footsteps  of  a  good  father,  and  that 
is  the  normal  and  to-be-expected 
thing.
